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A second Scottish record of Ypsolopha sequella (Clerck) (Lep.: Yponomeutidae) 

The distribution of Ypsolopha sequella extends throughout England an Wales as far 
as the Scottish border (Agassiz, 1996. in Emmet (Ed.) The moths and butterflies of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 3:97). A single record by Andrew Buckham from 
Denholm, Roxburghshire (VC 80) on 26 August 1975 was, until now, the only 
known incursion of this species across the border. On 16 September 1997 a second 
Scottish specimen of Y. sequella was found at rest on the trunk of a sycamore Acer 
pseudoplatanus tree near the Eastern General Hospital in Leith, Midlothian (VC 83; 
OS grid ref. NT 2875). It will be interesting to see if further expansion of its range 
occurs.- K.P. Bland, 35 Charterhall Road, Edinburgh EH9 3HS and D.M.
